Mr, Brewer, in his reply, says his || 
critics do not deny one of his state- 
ments of the changes made when 
buitding the Hammondsport machine, 
but merely dispute hia conclusions, 
He makes a critical examination of 
each of the communications, and in 
some cases’ is able to quota con- 
tradictory statements, Dr. Walcott, 
he says, touches the rvot of the argu- 
ment when he claims the hops made 
by the machine as “flights,” because

Ina lecture which he guve before 
the Royal Aeronautics] Scciety on 


October 20, Mr. Griffith Brewer 
reviewed the guesticn of the Langley 
aeroplane and the Hammondsport 
trials and restated the claim ot the 
Wrights to have teen the men who 
brought in the era of practical flying, 
During his lecture, he severely 
criticieed the attitude and attacked 
the statements of the supjcrters of 
Langley. He also referred to the fact 
that in 1916, during the discussion on 
the Wilbur Wright Memoiial lecture 
(which was given by Mr. Brewer), 
Lord ‘Northelifie alluded to the at- 
)temyts to rob the Wright brothers of 
the horour, and added:—"E have 
the unswerving convicticn that the 
credit of the first flying aeroplane is 
due to the Wright brothers, and, from 
the point of practical flying, to nobody 
else.” 

The Aeronautical Journal contains 
the replics of Mr. Brewer's opponents, 
together with an answer to them by 
him.

Had he kiown of it the 
Bishop might have added point to his 
observations by quoting the parable 
of whet happened to an American 
preacher who tried to combine the 
duties of Church and State and found 
it couldn’t be done. He took on the 
post of sheriff in addition to his 
pastoral duties and was able to hold 
down both jobs quite comfortably for 
atime, His first snag came when two 
men in his county were sentenced to 
be hanged. As Sheriff it was his clear 
duty to hang them ; as a preacher it 
was his duty to protest against such o 
thing. ‘ Ergo,” the San Francisco 
Chronicle which tells the story 
laconically concludes, ‘either the 
sheriff on the preacher must resign.

FATEA MOHAMED TLEADS GUILTY. 
Pleading guilty to charges which 
alleged that he had defrauded the 
Government of several thousand 
dollars, Fateh Mobamed, who former- 
ly occupied a responsible post in 
the sccountant’s office of the 
Police Department was presented 
before the Chief Justica Sir William 
Rees Davies) in the Supreme Court 
to-day. 
The Attorney General (the Hon. 
Mr. J. H. Kemp K.C.) who appeared! 
to represent the Crown told the Chief’ 
Justice that the prisoner was m a’ 
position of groat trast’ and enjoyed 
the confidence of his superior 
officers. The methods he adopted 
in defrauding the Government, 
included the use of false Chinese 
chops, the counterfeiting of signatures 
and agreat number of other forgeries. 
Appearing oh behalf of the prisoner’ 
Mr. Ff. C. Jenkin (instructed by Mr. 
Leo ‘Longinotto) said that Fateh 
Mohamed was 26 and had been 
ip the Government service 
for 6) years, Until his aarest 
in December ho had before him a very 
brilliant tuture in the service as he 
was recognised as an exceptionally 
able, E-rilliant ard hard working 


man. He joined the  folice 
accountant’s department in 1916 
and was subsequently, for a 


period, transferred to the Supreme 
Court, guining special commendation 
from the Acting Chief Justice for 
the efficient way he preformed 
his duties. For what it was worth, 
asid Mr. Jenkin, he would mention 
that for five years during the war the 
prisoner was an excellent member of 
the auxiliary police force. A penitent 
man, he would most openly and} 
unequivocably place before the Coutt, 
ny a witness in the nexs case, all that 
he had one. 


Tt would be clear, counsel 
‘proceeded, that the prigoner was & 
victim of opportunity. That did not 
excuse his lapse but it would appear 
that the system of the department in 
which he served was such that the 
opportunity of committing these 
frauds could hardly he avoided by 
a man of any intellect at all. The 
temptation was too great for him 
and he fell, . 

The Chief Justice: Was there any 
particylat reacon why he should have- 
fallen at thia time? 

Mr. Jenkin caid that so far as he 
knew there was’ no special reason 
except the ordinary human desire to 
acquire more money than could be got 
honestly. The prisoner was prepared 
not only to give evidence but to give- 
the Government information for the: 
purpose of preventing a repetition of 
this claes of fraud. “ 

The Chief Justice said he thought 
it would be convenient under the cir- 
cumstances if, he postponed the 
sentence upon the prisoner until the 
next case had: been heard, “It is 
possible.” . His Lordship vobserved 
‘that there may be som. thing in his 
evidence in the. next case which may 
affect ‘my judgment one way or the 
other.” fe

THE COURT OF INVESTNATION 
FINDING. 

“The current issue of the Straits 
Government Gazette contains the find- 
ing of the Court of Investigation into 
the circumetances attending thr {oss , 
of the “Perlis” off Pulo Pisang of the | 
West Coast of Sian, The investiga. 
tion was held at Penang on October 
14, 1921, before Mr. Ralph Scott, 
District Judge, assisted by Capis. , 
Hi. 8. Shepard, A. R. Hunter, and } 
W, Brown. \ 

The Court found that the “Perlis” ' 
was well found and fully equipped 
on her departure from Trang 
on August 17, 1921 and that 
she had 6 proper complement of 
officers and men on board at the time, 
The cargo in hold was properly stow- 
cd although the deck cargo appear. 
ed to have beer unsecured. The cause 
of the loss of tho “Perlis” was entry 
of water into the after-hold anc stoke- 
hald.; the after-deck was aleo flooded. | 
There was not evfficient evidence be- 
fore the court to give a definite answer 
to this question ss to whether the tose | 
was caused by inc npetency or mis- ! 
cenduct of any ot the officers ur men, 
but the court considered that no 
blame could be placed on the officers 
and crew. Twenty-nine persons were 
lost. Attempts were made to lower 
the boats and life-belta were served 
out.

JAPAN-CHINA TRADE. 


HEAVY DECLINE RECORDED 
LAST MONTH. 


Japan’s trade with China in 
January fell off very considerably, 
for while impotts from ‘China im. 
proved over the same month in 1921, 
exports from Japan régistered quite a 
heavy reduction. 

According to the Finance Depart- 
ment, the value of Japan’s exports 
to China in January amounted to 
Y.17,273,000 against Y¥.24,890,000 in 
the same month, 1921, being a de- 
crease of. Y.8,617,000, Exports to 
Manchuria ehowed a good gain over 
the same month in 1921, but there was 
a heavy decline in exports to Central 
and North China. Exports to South 
China were almost unaltered.
